CARE OF THE GRASSY RUNS—THE 

IDEAL SYSTEM. 
on this subject in the Weedly

Those experienced in poultry management 

are fully aware of the fact that grass 
benefits the health of the stock, and, 
therefore, that m is important to keep 
grass runs in good order. Especially is 
this the case with breedi ok ; 
a great deal of the success of the season 
will depend on the manner in which the 
runs are kept. It is well known that 
results on a farm where we aes are 
rovided with a 0 are 
at more thal «ap Fa Ps are 
kept on bere earth runs, or on runs 
in which the grass had been allowed. to 
become woun down. In order to ensure 
that runs are kept in the best condition, 
ic pesting IS necessary so as Ww 
allow the grass to recover. is rerting 
should be given before the brown earth 
ins to shuw throngh the grass. It is « 
mistake to wait until the run resembles 
a ploughed field, as in the latter case 
it will require to be left idle for a much 
longer period. By removing the birds 
as soon as the run begins to show si 
of wear and tear it will very quickly 
et back its freshness and be again fit 
or occupation. The ideal system for 
beáir pens and for layers is the dual 
run, which means that each house has 
access to two grass runs, which are used 
alternately for periods of a month or 
two at a time. This ensures that one 
is always resting and ready for occupe- 
tion when the other is tired.

CLAIM FOR DAMAGES 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN 
AND A éURY.) 


The hearing was begun of an action for 
damages for the death of a son, in which 
the plaintiffs were Samuel Mammatt, « 
mechanic, and his wife, Elizabeth Mammatt, 
19 St. Teresa place, Glasnevin, Dublin, and 
the defendant was John Joseph Sheehy, 12 
Cloonbeg terracc, Tralee, an insurance offic.al. 
The plaintifis alleged that the defendant 
was negligent in the driving of a motor car 
at Dunkettle Cross, on the Cork-Youghal road, 
on the 10th August last, when he céllided 
with « motor bicycle ridden by Ralph Mam- 
matt, their son, who resided at South 
Main street, Cork, and who was a weighing 
machine mechanic, and who died as a result 
of the injuries he sustained. 

The defendant denied negligence and 
pleaded that Ralph Mammatt was guilty of 
contributory negligence. 

Mr. J. M. FitzGerald, K.C., and Mr. T. K. 
Liston (instructed by Messrs. P. F. Donegan 
and Son), appeared for the plaintifis; and Mr. 
Lovery, KC. Mr. J. A. csarrigw É K.C., and 
Mr. Diarmuid Fawsitt (instructed by Messrs. 
Babbington, Clarke and Mooney), for the 
defendant. ' 

On the day of the accident, said Mr. Fitz- 
Gerald, Ralph Mammatt was motor cycling, 
having a friend named Ford on the pillion 
of his machine. Ford had a marvellous 
escape, being hurled over the motor car. . 

Mr. J. J. Sheehy, the defendant, in his evi- 
dence, said that he was formerly the captain 
of the Kerry G.A.A. Football team. At 
the time of the accident the motor cyclist 
was on his wrong side of the road, and was 
thundering along so fast that witness saw 
that a collision was inevitable. He swerved 
to the right, but the motor cyclist. unex- 
pectedly straightened up. and it was impos- 
sible to avoid the collision. 

The further hearing was adjourned to to- 
day.

the Court of the question whether or not 
they should take any proceedings to recover 
certain heirlooms which had been settled by 
the will, which had been sold without the 
authority of the Court. The defendants 
named in the summons were Percy G. White- 
locke-Lioyd, of Strancally Castle, and Miss 
Winifre Whitelocke-Lioyd, his sister, of 
Gladstone road, Broadstairs. 

Counsel said that the defendant, Percy 
Whitelocke-Lloyd, a grandson of the testator, 
had entered into occupation of Strancall 
Castle as tenant for life under the will, 
which provided that certain heirlooms in the 
Castle should not be removed. It was the 
duty of the trustees to get an inventory of 
the articles made and have it signed by the 
tenant and by themselves. 'Khis procedure was 
carried out in the case of the first tenant, 
the testator’s widow, whé died in November, 
1954. In February, 1935, Percy Whitelocke- 
Lloyd entered into possession of the pro- 
perty, and, before the trustees could get a 
new inventory made, the defendant had, on 
his own admission, sold certain of the settled 
articles which were in the nature of heir- 
looms. These consisted of plated ware, 
silver ware and paintings, which were now 
estimated to be value about £800, and which 
the defendant said he had sold to two Dublin 
antique dealers for £200, which might be 
taken as a considerable undervalue. If the 
trustees had got the inventory made and 
signed before the sale their ‘position would 
have been one of abs: lute immunity under the 
will, but the tenant had got. rid of the 
articles before the inventory could be made. 
Accordingly, for their own protection, the 
trustees came into Court to ask what they 
should do. . They did not want to take any 
vindictive action against the tenant. for life. 

Mr. Justice Meredith said that he was very 
angry that this tenant for life should take 
heirlooms that had been passing down 
through the family and sel) them for next to 
nothing, rer to the prejudice of others. 
He would like to see the tenant make good 
sm loss. He thought it was an outrageous 

g. 

Mr. Walker said that the attitude of the 
tenant's sister, who would be the next tenant 
for life, was that she did not wish to see 
any. proceedings taken against him. The 
tenant's life estate, which was worth about 
£1,000 per year, could be impounded to meet 
the logs to the trust esfhte. 

Mr. Walker added that the defendant had 
offered to make the ioss by a method 
which could not, however, be carried out. lt 
was possible that the tenant for life might 
ultimately become entitled to the property 
absvulutely. 

Mr. Justice Meredith said that he thought 
that the dealers concerned would be reluctant 
tu retain articles that should not have been 
sold. and, if it was pointed out to them that 
the matter had been brought before the 
Court, he — they would be willing to 
return those that had not been disposed 
of at the price that had been paid for them. 
His view was that the articles available 
should be re-purchased at the expense of the 
tenant for life, and that, in addition, the 
tenant should bring in a reasonable sum in 
svspect of the other articles sold. All this 
could be arranged by the trustees, who had 
control of the tenant’s income. He ad- 
journed the application for four weeks to 
enable inquiries to be made in the matter,

An appeal was brought under the Work- 
men's Compensation Act, 1934, on behalf of 
James Doyle, building contractor, of The 
Bridge, Gorey, from the findings of the late 
Circuit Court Judge Devitt in an application 
of Michael Ryan, a mason, of Clonattin, 
Gorey, for compensation for injuries alleged 
to have arisen out of and in the course of his 
employment with Mr. Doyle 

The plaintiff had stated that, while he was 
working on the roof of a house at Tara Hill 
on 3ist July of last year, under a very hot 
sun, he got sunstroke, as a result of which 
he immediately developed high blood pressure, 
which brought on cerebral hemorrhage and 
paralysis, and caused the loss of the use of 
his right arm and right leg. 

The Circuit Court Judge found that the 
work upon which the applicant was engaged 
at the date of the accident was a factor pre- 
disposing him to such accident, and that the 
accident arose out of and in the course of his 
employment, and he awarded him compen- 
sation at the rate of £1 10s. a week. 

The appellant submitted that there was no 
evidence to support these findings. 

Mr. Brereton Barry, K.C.. and Mr. Fergus 
O’Connor (instructed by Messrs. Hoey and 
Denning) appeared for the appellant; and 
Mr. John L. Esmond (instructed by Mr. 
Edward W. Warren) for the respondent. 

The arguments had not concluded when the 
Court rose.

On the morning of 14th March the defen 

dant made a statement that he had served in 

a commissioned rank of the- Free State Army 

from 1922 to 1932, and had accumulated this 

ammunition during that time. His intention 

had been to hand it over to the Military 

Museum, but he did not do so. Later, he 
had intended to give it to another officer, but 
he did not seem to be greatly interested, and 

it lay in a trunk in his garage at Dollymount 

before he brought it to his residence at Kin- 
cora road. It was not his intention, he 
stated, to make illegal use of the ammunition, 

which had been lying in his possession for so 
long that he did not see the seriousness of 
having it in his possession. 

His Worship imposed a fine of £3, and, on 
the application of Detective-Officer McKeown, 
ordered’ the forfeiture of the ammunition.

ENGLISHMAN CHARGED 
(BEFORE MR. HANNAN, Dd.) 


Anthony Moore, alias William Dixon, an 
Englishman, no fixed address, was returned 
for trial in custody to the Circuit Court on 
charges of having assaulted Charles P.

Inspector Sheridan gave evidence of 
Squeezing from a rubber ball, through a 
small hole, a quantity of liquid, which he 
placed in a test tube. 

Dr. J. Hayes, House Surgeon, Mercer's 
Hospital, said that he treated Mr. Cussen 
for a lacerated wound on the head. It 
required three stitches. and could have been 
caused by a weapon (produced)—a spanner. 
Witness also pon chh the test tube, and 
found that it contained ammonia. 

Mr. D. O’Donovan—What would be the 
effect of injecting the ammonia into a 
person’s eyes’ Witness—It would certainly 
cause temporary blindness. 

Commandant Stapleton, Police Head- 
quarters, said that the effect of squeezing 
the ball would make it act in the same way 
as a syringe, and it would be capable ol 
propelling the liquid six or seven feet 

Miss W. Northridge, proprietress of a 
tailoring and dressmaking establishment, 
said that the defendant worked for her as a 
tailor. In answer to the defendant, the wit- 
ness said that she had heard that ammonia 
was used in the tailoring business, but she 
never had it used. 

Mr. O'Donovan said that the Justice 
would be satisfied that the ball was a pro- 
hibited weapon under the Firearms Act, and 
would be described as “ammunition con- 
taining a noxious liquid.” 
Defendant—The chemist who supplied me 
with it said that it was tailors’ ammonia for 
cleaning.

Abbey Actor for America 


It is reported from New York that Denis 
O’Dea, the well-known young Abbey 
Theatre actor, is to play a leading part in 
a play for the famous Theatre Guild in 
New York next séason. The play is Roger 
Flud's “ King of the Mountains,” and it 
is said to be one of the most powerful 
plays in the forthcoming lists of the Guild.

Ancient Slogans 


It would be a mistake, I think, to 
assume that the habit of scribbling slogans 
and other devices on smooth surfaces is 
of entirely modern origin. It was a 
practice of our primitive ancestors, but 
it is only in a few secluded places that 
“rock scribbling,”’ as they are known to 
antiquarians, can still be seen. One of 
these is the hill of Kmnockmore, near 
Derrygonnelly, in County Fermanagh, 
where there are two caves, which seem to 
have been used at one time as dwelling- 
places. The markings are placed all over 
the limestone walls of the caves, and some 
of them consist of figures and designs 
which appear to represent crude forms of 
the earliest Celtic art. Im the larger 
cave an interlacing cross near the entrance 
is obviously of Christian origin. Unfor- 
tunately, however, many of the scribings 
have been erased and replaced by the in- 
scriptions of modern visitors, who, 
apparently, thought they could do much 
better. The smaller cave, known as 
“ Gillies Hole,” is said to have been used 
as a retreat by a pair of lovers who had 
contracted an imprudent marriage about 
100 years ago. It has been carefully 
examined by Wakeman, the famous anti- 
quarian, who found traces of fires at 
several levels, and fragments of the bones 
of red deer. The elaborate scribings on 
the walls of this cavern are considered by 
experts to belong to an order of sepulchral 
rock-sculpture subsequent to the Christian 
period. Nobody knows what these in- 
mag mer mean, but if they had anything 
to do with politics and were analogous to 
some examples, the pages of 
history ean very well do without them. 


An O'Connell Meeting 


When I was in Nottingham on Easter 
Monday; writes a correspondent, my atten- 
tion was attracted. by a p-ztrait of Daniel 
O’Connell in one of the local papers. The

It 
has been sugaested that the monster is a 
ciant squid, but whatever it may be. the 
family to which the creature belongs 
seems to have been in residence for more 
than 1.200 vears. Indeed, I am inclined 
to believe that the descendant of such a 
long line will hardly fail to live up to the 
motto. * Noblesse oblige,” and come to 
the rescue of the people of Inverness, now 
that thev are with an additional 
threepence in the income tax.

Nearly £1,000 more than in any previous 
year of the Sudan United Mission 's existence 
was collected in Ireland during 1955, accord- 
ing to a report presented by Miss Eva Stewart-

Auxiliary of that organisatron in the Metro- 
politan Ifall, Dublin, last night. 

The Dublin Auxiliary’s contribution towards 
the Mission was just over £307, against £520 
in 1934, but the increase in the total, she 
said, was very grattlying, because they had 
held fewer meetings, and made no collectiona. 

Canon L. Parkinson Hill, M.A., presided at 
the meeting and introduced the speakers—Mr. 
William Richmond, of Nigeria, and Dr. K. C. 
Priddy, of the Bible College of Wales, 
Swansea. After referring to the work of the 
Mission in Nigeria, Mr, Richmond spoke of 
the “open door ” for missionary work in the 
Sudan and, in fact, the whole of Africa. There

The most 
important will be against the All-Tndia 
touring team in July, and it will be a 
big thing for the game if we can over- 
come them in the same way as we sur- 
prised the West Indies several years ago.

This game 
will take place in Scotland, and, per- 
haps, the yearly fixture may again be 
placed on the list. The loss to club 
cricket of our leading all-rounder, E. A. 
Ingram, may be a gain to the Gentlemen 
of Ireland side. His lay ought to im- 
prove in London, and, if he can take part 
in our important matches, he should be 
even more valuable than he has been 
before. 


THE HERZOGIN 
CECILIE 
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FIGHTING AGAINST 
ODDS 
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BUILT FOR LARGER CREW 
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By A. A, Barsric. 


ISCUSSING the stranding of that 
famous barque, Herzogin Cecilie, with 


a friend the other day, he expressed 
astonishment at her untimely end. ‘‘ Had 
she been blown ashore in a gale,”’ he said, 
“I could understand it, but for a sailing 
mastet of proved skill to hit the coast, when 
he had the whole Channel before him, is 
beyond my comprehension.” 

Only the sailing ship sailor can realise the 
many diffievlt problems which confront the 
masters Of these vessels—problems unthought 
of in -@ Steamer. Supposing, for example, 
that Captain Erikson, of the Herzogin 
Cecilie, had been making the same passage 
from Falmouth in a well-found steamer. 

His imitial actions would be to set a safe 
course clear of the land and to stream the 
log in order to record the speed and distance 
travelled by his ship. When fog descended, 
without stopping the vessel, he would take a 
series of soundings about every five minutes 
and so discover whether the water was 
shoaling or otherwise. As a further pre- 
caution, im case he had not estimated the 
strength of the tide correctly, he might alter 
course 4 quarter, or even half a point to 
seaward. Finally, should land sudenly loom 
ahead, he would have the power to ring his 
engines full speed astern. 


SEVERELY HANDICAPPED 


How different were the conditions aboard 
the Herzogin Cecilie. It must be remembered 
that, for all practical purposes, a square- 
rigged vessel cannot ibe head way if the 
wind is less than about eighty degrees on 
either bow. Thus, the wind being southerly 
on the night of the disaster, the ill-fated 
barque could only sail in an easterly or 
westerly direction. A westerly course would 
have taken her out towards the Atlantic. 
She had to go east, her captain, naturally, 
satisfying himself that the course would take 
him clear of danger. 


From Falmouth the tug plucks her out to 
Ene) 
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sea and the passage begins. Alas, fog 
descends. The log is streamed, but, no 
doubt, the wind prevents the little extra 
precaution of hauling the vessel out a half, 
or even a te of a point. 
Captain Erikson feels wneasy. One can 
safely assume that he, at length, decides to 
obtain a sounding, but, as the vessel is run 
on strictly economical lines, there is no 
patent sounding apparatus on board. The 
ship, therefore, has to be stopped by back- 
ing the main yard, and the old-fashioned 
method of heaving the lead has to be em- 
yed. Important, too, the log must be 
auled in so that it does not foul the bottom. 
The whole operation takes at least twenty 
minutes. How far does the wind and tide 
drive her inshore during this period. 
Nobody can say with absolute certainty. 


THE WARNING CRY 


Once more she resumes her course, but, 
having, no doubt, drifted further to lee- 
ward than was estimated, this course now 
puts Salcombe ahead instead of, as pre- 
viously, on the port bow. Suddenly a warn- 
ing cry comes from the lookout 

There is no such thing as putting engines 
astern. The ship mrst tack—that is, she 
must be swung round in a semi-circle into 
the teeth of the wind, so as to bring the 
wind on her other side. As the big sails 
are aback durng this manceuvre, she must 
have way or impetus enough to carry out 
this turn. 

“uring such time the swinging round of 
' @ great yards, which are hinged to the 
masts, at the right time is of extreme im 
portance. If they are handled too soon or 
too late through misjudgment or an insuffi- 
cient number of crew she may miss stays and 
fall back on her original tack. Tt may not 
matter much in open water, but it can place 
her in a position of extreme peril if the 
land lies dees under her lee. 

The Herzogin Cecilie was built in 1902 by 
the North German Lloyd Company for the 
training of cadets In view, therefore, of 
the fact that she was intended to carry about 
fifty hands as a crew, she was exceptionally 
heavily rigged; or, in nautical parlance, “a 
works si Of late years however, economy 
forced her to carry as few as nineteen 
hands! Enough, just barely enough, to 
enable her to make passages, but hardly 
sufficient to claw her out of a tight corner 
when every second counts. 

Crash! And the cruel rocks penetrate not 
only the slim hull of the Herzogin Cecilie, 
but the heart of her captain as well, No 
more, Í am afraid, will this noble vessel roam 
the iy leagues, for the Devonshire coast

In striking contrast to this relic of the past a 
beautifal model of the Dublin University 
Fukien Mission buildings almost confronts the 
shrine, and from a swift examination of that 
model one obtains a definite idea of the 
enormous undertakings—spiritual, educationa! 
and medical—which are housed by that Irish 
founded mission. 

India is well represented in the Exhibition, 
with an actual room from an Túuian school ; 
a model of an Indian village and a Kali 
shrine. These are particularly interesting 
and instructive. Specimens of native art 
handicrafts are found at most of the Courts, 
but the collection’ in the Iran Court is of 
curious interest. Mention of Iran brings 
one to that actual Bedouin tent of black 
hair, which is erected in the Round Room. 
This tent, sheltering a group of inmates in 
native costume, is divided into two apart- 
ments for the male and female inmates; and 
in it handmills and household utensils are 
operated under primitive conditions. 


AFRICAN ART 


[he same realistic setting is effectively 
shown in the Palestine Peasant House, where 
a room is practically fitted out very much 
in detail as in the days of the Lord, and in 
which every specimen of its household effects 
conveys Biblical associations of over 2,000 
years. Leaving the brightness of that house, 
one becomes conscious of a brooding dark- 
ness in the exhibits of West Africa and 
Uganda, with their strange fetish symbols 
glowering beneath tha samples and pictures 
of the amazing Chrigtian progress in these 
parts during the © ast century. The samples 
of native art A geir displayed at these 
centres are weirdly attractive, and there is 
enough of educational value to hold a visitor 
for an afternoon, 

Apart from these more spectacular ex- 
hibits, the showing of travel films, together 
with concerts and dramatic entertainments, 
are features of each afternoon; yet, notwith- 
— these attractions, the Japanese 
artist, Mr. Yoshii could draw large crowds 
to watch him work in water colours in the 
autograph albums of visitors. The display 
of books, published in a variety of curious 
scripts is a feature on many of the stands; 
and on one of these open book stands a first 
edition of Bedel’s Irmsh translation of the 
Old Testament, ppblished in 1685, was casually 
lying beside a modern Ethiopian Bible, for, 
indeed, in this exhibition East and West are 
entirely joined in the one common pond of 
Christianity. 


TALKS BY MISSIONARIES 


The organisers of this exhibition must be 
congratulated on the completeness of their 
work, but particularly on the enthusiasm 
which prevrils among their visitors. This 
enthusiasm is Jargely due to the zeal and in- 
tensity shown ly the missionaries, who readily 
converse on all subiects affecting their work. 
This convivial aspect of the exhibition is also 
noticeable in the fifteen minutes’ talk by mus-

ITH a membership of 1,601 at dist 
W December last, the Dublin Mercanijie 
Association reached the highest figure 
in the fifty-four years of its existence. In 
the debt collecting department the sum of 
£54,948 was collected for its members, and 
about half of that amount was recovered 
without recourse to legal proceedings. 

These were among the facts set out in the 
report submitted to the annual jmeeting of 
the Association in Jury's Hotel, College 
Green, Dublin, yesterday. 

In moving the. adoption oí the report, the 
President, (Mr. F. 1. Barrett) said that 
among the many matters which were examined 
by the Committee during the year were the 
new Instirance Bill and the revised new 
Courts’ of Justice Bill. One point which the 
Committee considered needed amendment in 
the former was the restrictiofs which ex- 
cluded Lloyds from operating in the Irish 
Free State. They considered that it would 
be to the advantage of the general public for 
Lioyds to continte to under-write business in 
this country—firstly, from a competitive 
point of view; and, secondly, because Lloyds’ 
underwriters undertake a large quantity of 
insurance of an exceptional nature, which the 
insurance companies operating in the Irish 
Free State refuse to underwrite. _ A letter 

inting out these facts was forwarded to the 
Minister for Industry and Commerce. 

The report was unanimedily adopted.

CUSTOMS DIPFICULTIES 

On the subject. of» Customs difficulties, 
Mr, David Barry, O.B.E., director and 
manager of the, British and. [Irish Steam 
Packet Company, Ltd., said that it was now 
necessary in the despatch of goods from this 
country to Great Britain (with which trade 
only he dealt), or vice versa, that a detailed 
and full description of the goods should be 
given. It was surprising how many firms 


made mistakes in declaring the f.o.b. value. 


of goods. The form mast be ‘filled to in- 
clude the freight and insurance. ' 

One of the main sources of difficulty, how- 
ever, was in filling the certificate of origin. 
There were three forms under this heading, 
and it was remarkable how many firms sent 
in the wrong form. Where several cases or 
packets were included in a cotsignment, it 
was essential that a packing slip should be 
sent identifying, each.particular ease and con- 
tents. That would obviate unnecessary open- 
ing and examination of cases. Licences: and 
quotas also created further difhiculties.

85 per cent.—could not be cleared, something 
being wrong with the accompanying forms.

AVOIDABLE STRIKES 

“ Examining the disputes that occurred 
during the past year, one is forced to the 
conclusion that a large percentage of then 
were avoidable. We have had some 
examples of the situation. during the 
course of the year, where there was no 
question of wages or conditions of employ- 
ment being involved, but where the 
stoppage of work was due to inter-union 
disputes, and which the employers were 
powerless to influence or resolve. In 
fact, in a number of last year’s disputes 
the element of inter-union rivalry was 
present where the cause of the stoppage 
was dissatisfaction with rates of wages «7 
conditions of work. 

“There can be no question that industria) 
stoppages due directly or indirectly to com- 
petition between rival trade unions to in- 
crease membership is evidence of defec- 
tive organisation of the tr 'e union move- 
ment, which it should.be the concern 
of the trade union leaders to rectify. 


TRADES COUNCIL ACTION 

“I was pleased to see in the Press 
veports which indicated that the Dublin 
i Trades Council and the Trades Union Con- 
gress are taking steps to set up machinery 
to prevent such inter-union disputes 
Í arisine among their constituent unions. 
| It must be clear to everyone that if indus- 
trial disputes, due to inter-union rivalry, 
are persisted in, the Government cannot 
remain indifferent, but it is equally clear 
that it is most desirable that action to 
deal with that position should originate 
within the trade union movement itself.’’ 

Mr. Lemass, continuing, said that there 


were many people who considered it was 
practicable to make strikes illegal and to 
institute some system of compulsory 
arbitration or industrial tribunal, but he 
had made some research in the matter 
(and he had been unable to find any case 
outside those States with dictatorial form» 
of Government—Russia, Germany or 
Italy—where such a system, when at- 
tempted, had proved workable. He did 
not think that under present circum- 
stances it was possible to operate any 
system of compulsory arbitration in the 
Free State. 


REVISED LEGISLATION 

It was much preferable that rates of 
wages in industry should be regulated by 
agreement between Employers and repre- 
sentatives of the workers, and it had been 
the purpose of his Department to institute 
permanent conciliation machinery for 
different trades wherever and whenever 
possible. There were now in existence 
some twelve conciliation boards for dif- 
ferent industries, and through these many 
differences that might have led to 
stoppages had been composed. i 

Legislation relating to trade unions in 
the Free State in many respects was anti- 
quated. All-of it had been inherited from 
ithe British Parliament, and it was, 
perhaps, not entirely applicable to ctrcum- 
stances here. The question of the revision 
of that legislation was bound to arise in 
the near future, and he thonght that they 
should have their own code in such 
matters. As the matter was one of great 
complexity, he would welcome the views 
of responsible bodies, particularly trade 
unions, as to the action which should be 
taken in the matter.

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Spectators 
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NE who does not race, but who has 
been dragged there before protesting 
mournfully sm persistently, yesterday 
was induced to go to the first day of 
Punchestown. The arrival was as miser- 
able as he expected. An hour in a limitless 
stream of motor-cars, spasmodic efforts to 
cut-in ending always fruitlessly, and the 
sneers of the race-goers in the huge cars 
which kept on passing us. 
The danger zone was reached after a bitter 
struggle, and then began the war of the 
rogrammes. Women in high boots, with 
bies, pressed programmes upon us with 
many a prayer for the future of the race. 
We wound up the windows of the car 
against them, and, carefully taught, the 
babies scribbled their tiny hands against 
these barriers. The companions of one 
who does not race committed the lunatic 
error of entering upon negotiations with 
the enemy, and long and infuriatingly one- 
sided conferences were the result. The 
enemy suggested interminably that the 
owners of so large and so powerful a motor- 
car well might be able to lend a poor 
working woman a penny for judicious in- 
vestment ; and the owners of the large and 
powerful motor-car replied with gradually 
rising heat that they had no change of ten 
shillings. Ten shillings, exploded the 
enemy, and gave rather an embarrassing 
recital of the benefits to be derived from 
so vast a sum of money. 


EGGS ON STEERING WHEEL 

Eventually the foe lost hope (and 
rightly), and we began to have lunch. 
When the enemy mentioned a large and 
powerful motor-car they were guilty of 
poetic licence; and in the grossest 
discomfort we cracked eggs on the 
steering wheel, and shed the crumbs 
of the beef sandwiches on our racing, 
and very best suits.

NO STAKE 

Then strolled, in the worst possible 
sense of the word, into the view of the 
Ignorant a Being with a perfect bowler 
hat, a thrusting cavalry moustache, a 
shooting stick, and a pair of clearly ex- 
pensive field glasses. He was less there 
for profit than for show. The first race 
was in progress, and the Omne-who-does- 
not-race watched the generally selected 
horse by the name of Peggie Il. fail. You 
couldn't, have One-who-does-not-race like 
that. I, to betray my incognito, had no 
stake on the first race. 

I mingled with Those in the Know. 
They sidied up to me as if they thought 
Í had an interest in the event about to 
be run. “ Don Rote,’’ they whispered, 
looking stealthily over their shoulders to 
see that no alien should hear. I strolled 
among the turf accountants. ‘‘ Don 
Rote ... Don Rote... ’’—it grew into 
a kind of Greek chorus on every side. 
Don Rote’s hopes of winning seemed so 
certain that no turf accountant would 
venture more than 6 to 4. I left Don 
Rote, and he won at a kind of jog-trot. 
The second horse passed the post walking 
slowly and thoughtfully. 

I knew it all the time, and I went up 
on the stand with a sense of superiority 
which, curiously, seemed apparent to 
nobody. 

Beside me for the third race stood a 
farmer in a puce cap, and one of the 
bowler hat, violent moustache, represen- 
tatives. The horse I privately had 
selected won with impressive ease. The 
farmer added up figures in a dirty note- 
book which came to £52 on the credit side; 
and the bowler hat breathed in a shaking 
voice: ** Twelve shillings saved.”’ 


THE SPITTY BIT 

On the next race I won £10, but we'll 
pass over that—it was almost childishly 
simple—and then I went into dy agó bit. 
As a matter of fact | protes against 
the designation “ spitty bit” ; but it seems 
that the other side of the course—that re- 
served for the more humble—has borne 
this title since time immemorial. 

Here the mud had that real glucose 
quality that is approached only by race 
courses, and I ploughed my way out of 
it up to the jump on the left of the 
stands. The runners in the fifth race 
crowded over it on their way to the start- 
ing post. It was very, very exciting 
indeed. The solid thud of the hooves on 
the turf, and the jockeys’ get faces as they 
went over.

On the outskirts 
of the crowd a woman cried: “ Penny each 
the bananas; tuppence the bar of 
choclate ”; and a man with an accordion 
played “ A little Dash o' Dublin.”’ 

The horses came round. The first eight 
or nine hurtled over the bank—wet turf 
flying—and then the rider on the third 
horse from the end fell. The two behind 
him jumped terrifyingly all around him, 
and the jockey sprang to his feet. He 
ran back, smiling, over the bank, and 
hurried to a position from which he could 
see what had happened to the rest of the 
field. 

I started back to the stand past the 
dead horse again. A man, roughly eat- 
ing an orange, stared at it with. at much 
interest. In tle enclosure of the alumni 
the alumni were sick with excitement. I 
saw a lady in a Parisian hat with veil 
and hunting boots; there was no holding 
the bowler hats. Knowing I was beaten, 
I entered the refreshment bar, and over 
bottles of stout wished I knew something 
about racing.

BILL

OVING the second reading of th 
Vi Marketing of Eggs 


Bill, in the 
Northern Parliament to-day, the 
Minister of Agriculture, Sir Basil Brooke, 
said that the output of the Northern Ireland 
poultry industry was approximately three 
and a half million pounds sterling, and was 
the largest single item of their agricultural! 
income, exceeding the me of their cattle 
industry and dairying industry. Over one 
million pounds represented the value of the 
eggs shipped to Great Britain since 1924, 
when they first tried to improve the con- 
ditions of the egg trade. The poultry 
population in Northern Ireland had increased 
from 6,814,418 to 10,084,670, and the price 
of Northern Ireland eggs had been raised 
from the bottom position on the British 
market until they now enjoyed a higher price 
level than any eggs imported into Great 
Britain. 

The present bill, he said, provides for the 
purchase of eggs from producers on a quality 
basis and for the fixing of prices to producers 
for first and second quality eggs by a joint 
committee of the we w and producers. The 
bill would not affect producers who retailed 
eggs to consumers. 

rocers in Northern Ireland will have to 
sell on a quality basis, and it would be per- 
missible to offer only new-laid, home-produced 
eggs to the consumer in Northern [Ire- 
land without a mark. All imported eggs 
must be marked “ Imported.” | Home-pro- 
duced eggs, unless they are “ new-laid,”’ 
must bear the word “ Seconds ” stamped on 
the shell. Almost the whole of the cost will 
be borne by the industry. 

All retailers of eggs would in future be 
licensed, and the snail trader, who s)ld less 
than sixty dozen eggs per week, would pay 
a consolidated licence fee of £2 per annum. 
Other retailers would pay a fee of 10s. per 
annum, together with a fee of id. per dozen 
in respect of all eggs sold by _ retail. 
The fee of jd. per dozen would also 
be paid by merchants and grocers selling 
imported eggs. 

Mr. Reukesen (Ind. U.) said the agricul- 
tural members were “scared stiff” of the 
outside interests concerned, and. in his 
opinion, it was only another bill brought in 
for the purpose of making consumers pay 
more for their eggs.

66 OOKING AROUND ” was how Mr. 

', Leo Crilly, managing director 
of Crilly Airways, Ltd., described his Irish 
visit to me last night. But it is no casual 
‘* look round,” and I gathered that Mr. 
Crilly is anxious to establish an air service 
to connect Transatlantic liners calling at 
Cork with London, “ and, of course, I 
have an eye on the Transatlantic air traffic 
of the future—say, about five years’ time,”’ 
he added. 

Although he is not seeing any Govern- 
ment officials on this visit, which is more 
or less of a holiday, since he is going to 
see relatives in Cork, Mr. Crilly hopes to 
combine business with pleasure. When he 
flies down to Cork to-day—in a 
machine which is due to arrive at 


Mr. G. Leo Crittry. 


Baldonnel this morning—he intends to 
try and see Mr. R. F. O'Connor (the Cork 
County Surveyor) and some of the 
members of the Cork Harbour Board, who 
have expressed themselves as being in- 
terested in the development of aviation. 

Economical air transport is the “ watch 
word ” of Crilly Airways, and Mr. Crilly 
says that the charges on the services of his 
company are between 24d. and 3d. per 
mile. Asked what he would estimate the 
cost of the Cork-Lendon trip at, he 
replied: ' About £4 single and £7 
return.” 

“If we can reduce fares everyone will 
travel by air, but the tax on petrol is a 
very big obstacle at the present time,” he 
remarked. 


HEALTHY COMPETITION 

Mr. Crilly was interested in the pro- 
posed National Air Transport Bill, which 
the Minister for Industry and Commerce 
(Mr. Sean Lemass) is to introduce to the 
Dail, but he believes healthy competition 
is good for the development of aviation. 
If, on further consideration, he feels that 
his company should develop the route to 
Cork, he says that they would be prepared 
to establish workshops and other equip 
ment at their Irish base. 

The aircraft which arrives at Baldonne] 
today is a D.H. Dragon; one of seven 
machines which Crilly Airways use on 
their internal services in England. Five 
more machines of various types have been 
ordered for their British internal air lines 

Mr. Crilly also has an interest in an 


and Lisbon, and 
carrying contract 
Government. 

His family come from County Down— 
he was born in England, but his children 
were born over here—and his father was 
at one-time General Secretary to the 
United Irish League. 

I understand that the company was 
interested in the possibility of starting a 
London-Dublin service a year ago, but this 
fell through as the Government had not 
decided on any aviation policy at that 
time. 

Crilly Airways, a public company with 
a capital of £150,000, operates a number 
of services in England between such towns 
as Liverpool, Leicester, Bristol, Northamp 
ton, Norwich and London, covering routes 
which are difficult of access by train 
Developments planned for the summer 
include extensions to meet liners at 
Southampton and Plymouth. 

Excursion flights’’ to places such as 
Southend, ‘Ramsgate and Ostend from th: 
English Midlands are also being arranged. 
One of the interest innovations of the 
company 1s a “season ” ticket for private 
individuals or companies—these cost ten 
guineas for 1,000 miles of flying over 
Crilly routes. i

tuberculosis. officer classified the patient as 
being either early. or moderately advanced 
pulmonary-tubercular or a case that could be 
cured; a stirgical case of a similar class; 
observation case; <fearly advanced or chronic 
case for whith no improvement could be 
expected, or non-tnberculosis case. The 
officer recommended the early or observation 
cases for admission to a chest hospital, where 
accurate diagnosis was made by X ray and 
observations, and any necessary surgical in- 
tervention was carried out. The patient then 
was drafted according to classification either

AICOHOL FACTORIES 


Mr. LEMASS, referring to the industrial 
alcohol factories, said that it had been hoped 
that the erection of the five distilleries could 
have beea ‘carried out in the past financial 
year, but owing to difficulties in gen 
suitable sites and ether circumstances which 
delayed the arrangements it próved to be 
impracticable to begin so as to enable them 
to be completed to deal with the 1935 potato 
crop. ‘They now were in course of erection, 
and it was hoped that they would begin 
operations next September. 

Referring to the work of the Industrial Re- 
search Council, the Minister said the Council 
had been investigating’ the extraction of waxes 
from peat for industrial purposes, and a plant 
for this purpose was being operated at Uni- 
versity College, Cork. The Council was very 
satisfied with the progress made in that ex- 
perimentation, The same might be said to 
apply to the investigations—on which con- 
siderable sums had been spent—into the utili 
sation of seed, the utilisation of skim milk 
powder in bread. and into the china deposits 
in the County Mayo. A detailed report was 
being prepared on the imvestigation of the 
possibilities of the commercial use of clay 
deposits at Cloyne, County Cork.

Proposing the adoption of the directors’ 
report and statement of accounts, the Chuir- 
man said :— 

Ladies and gentlemen,—I have the privi- 
lege of presenting to you the eleventh annual 
report of your directors, together with the 
statement of accounts, for the year ended 
Slst December, 1935. 

Before proceeding to an examination of 
the accounts, I desire to avail of this op- 
portunity to express some views on the 
be Insurance Act, now before the 
gislature, from the point of view of this 


Irish insurance company. I do so with all 
possible reserve. For a considerable period 
of years, in fact, since the establishment of 
a national Government in this countrv, 
strong demands have been made for some 
legislation on insurance, in the just hope, 
as I believe it to be, that its enactment 
would provide that measure of protection to 
trish insurance enterprises that their im- 
portance, in the economic life of the country. 
entitled them to expect.. I have reason to 
believe that the previous administration cou- 
sidered the matter on different occasions, but 
took no “seg action for several reasons, 
not the le 

difficulty of framing legislation suitable to 
the present circumstances of the Irish 
insurance. business. 

The present Government, however, took 
their courage in their hands, and the new 
insurance Bill is the result of their efforts. 
While it is a monument of patient care to 
leave no point uncovered, | cannot say that 
it justifies the hopes of those engaged in 
irish insurance who looked to a national 
Government to give them the assistance given 
to every other Irish industry, existing or 
starting and which irish conditions require, 


to enable them to successfully meet foreign 
competition. 


HOPES DISAPPOINTED 


Most of the provisions of the Iasurance 

Bill, dealing with the practice of insurance, 
per ae, are subject to certain vital amend- 
ments acceptable to the properly managed 
Írish insurance companies, as the bring the 
law on the matter up-to-date and in line with 
that prevailing in neighbouring countries. It 
is to the policy dealing with the composition 
and operations of Irish insurance companies 
at present handling both classes of life 
assurance and fire and general business, 
known as composite offices, that the gravest 
exception is taken. In this policy the 
Minister either goes too far or he does not 
go far enough. The proposed Act requires 
that these companies shall cease to do beth 
classes of business. It provides, however. 
no means by which they can dispose of the 
class of business they are compelled an: 
decide to jettison. Neither in its present 
form does it provide a means by which any 
of these companies, deciding to emerge as 
a fire and general office only, having divorced 
its life business, can do so. If it decides 
to emerge as a life assurance company solely, 
it must get rid of its fire and general busi- 
ness, but no provision is made for the taking 
over of this business at a reasonable re- 
muneration by any other body, nor is com- 
pensation provided for its loss from any other 
source. Such a business can only be built 
up alter years of effort and considerable ex- 
penditure until the premium income has 
reached an economic level, to enable the 
business to be run. profitably. It is only 
reasonable to expect, therefore, that some 
provision should be made, either by com- 
pulsory purchase or by compensation far 
the expenditures incurred in building it up, 
if it is to be compulsorily divorced ae the 
company which created it. Precedent for 
such a claim exists in the amalgamation of 
the transport services of the city and countrv. 
Failure to deal with this ition created 
by Act of the National Láiliúiaáiite, either by 
compulsory purchase or compensation, in my 
opinion, none to something equivalent to 
rank confiseati6n. 
In the case of our own company a great 
deal of energy and—-may I say—ability, as 
well as considerable expenditure of money, 
over a number of years, to the deprivation 
of profits to our shareholders, have gone to 
the building up of our very fine fire and 
general branches. Our annual premium 
income in these branches. backed by the 
knowledge and experience gained over the 
period in the conduct of this class of busi- 
ness, has reached a position from which 
profits in future years may be expected to 
emerge, to recoup the expenditures of the 
formative years and to provide profits for 
our shareholders who made sacrifices to 
create it. 

And now we are faced with the position 
outlined above, created by the proposed 
Insurance Act, Your directors have been 
watching developments carefully; they are 
fully acquainted with the difficulties created 
and existing in this new situation. I think I 
can say with confidence they will be com- 
petent to devise means to overcome these 
difficulties, safeguard the interests of the 
company, and emerg- successfully from the 
new position, provided that reasonable 
facilities are given by those in authority 
from whom they are-entitled to expect co- 
operation.
